Update on the OLBH Library 

From Mary in the Library 
August 14 is the feast day of Saint 
Maximillian Mary Kolbe. The OLBH Library 
now has three resources which will provide 
more information for you to learn about this 
inspiring Franciscan priest. Look for two 
books in the biography section, which is 
designated 921, or read a brief account of his 
life in Ten Christians, which is located in 920. 

Father Maximillian lived in Poland where he 
developed his skills as a writer. In spite of his 
poor health due to tuberculosis, he published 
several magazines which had wide circulation 
throughout Europe. He inspired those around 
him to be dedicated to the Virgin Mary and 
emphasized that all progress in life is spiritual 
or it is not progress. Because of his widely 
published beliefs contrary to the Nazi 
philosophy, he was eventually imprisoned at 
Auschwitz during World War II with other 
priests in his community. He volunteered to 
take another man’s place to die when reprisals 
were made to those imprisoned after one man 
escaped. He was killed in 1941.
